IDAPA 08.02.02 - Rules Governing Uniformity: Application Procedures/Professional
Development

Under Docket Number 08-0202-0802, this action has been submitted as a temporary rule
effective April 17, 2008, and as a proposed rule. The temporary rule promulgation has been
approved by the Governor pursuantto Section 67-5226(1)(c), Idaho Code, for “conferring a benefit.”
Authority for promulgation of the rule is authorized pursuant to Section 2, Article I1X of the Idaho
Constitution, Sections 33-105, 33-107, Idaho Code, and Chapter 12, Title 33, Idaho Code.

The purpose of this subsection of the rule is to ensure that credits taken by certificated
personnel positively impact student learning, promote professional growth and are academic in
nature. If classes taken for this purpose do not satisfy those requirements, such credits may not
be approved when the certificated teacher applies for recertification.

The ldaho Education Association expressed objection to the possible abuse of the
department’s power over teacher recertification. The amendments to this subsection are made in
response to IEA’s request for certain assurances.

1. The language added in new subparagraph g. of subsection 060.02 is to notify teachers that
the department will accept credits taken for classes which the teacher has taken or will take
before September 1, 2008.

2. The language added in new subparagraph h. of subsection 060.02 merely restates that an
appeals process is in place; it adds nothing to the current appeals process or access to it.

01. Application for lIdaho Certificate. To obtain, renew, or reinstate an ldaho certificate, the
applicant will submit an application on a form supplied by the State Department of Education or the State Division
of Professional-Technical Education. (3-16-04)

02. State Board of Education Requirementsfor Professional Growth. (4-1-97)

a. Credits taken for recertification must be educationally related to the professional development of
the applicant. (4-1-97)

i Credits must be specificaly tied to content areas and/or an area of any other endorsement; or

ii. Credits must be specific to pedagogical best practices or for administrative/teacher leadership; or

d. At least fifteen (15) hours of formal instruction must be given for each hour of inservice credit

granted.
